ent Mrs. Shannon. 


Armon, the 22-year-old son of 
Shannon by his former marriage,

case; 
Kathdyn 
Kelly, 
daughter of Mrs. Shannon by her 
former marriage, Is a fugitive with 
her husband, George Kelly, gun- 
man and alleged Urschel kidnap- 
per. 


Sayers told how Shannon 
has 


farmed 
his land in Texas—200 
acres of tillable land. He raised 
cotton, grain cpops, produce and 
cattle. 


Kathryn Kelly. 


He told the jury of the strong 


affection 
between Kathryn and 


her mother, of Kathryn's mar- 
riages, of the home Kathryn own- 
ed In Fort Worth, Texas, which 
was in Mrs. Ora L. Shannon's 
name, of the birth to Kathryn and. 
her husband, Krye, of the daugh- 
ter Pauline, which Mrs. Shannon 
reared. 


"This daughter, Pauline, called 


her own mother by her first name 
and her grandmother, Mrs. Shan- 
non, 
'mother.'" 


Then George Kelly came 
on 
the scene. 
The Shannons knew 
nothing about him until Kathryn 
fcrought him to their home at her 
husband, Sayers said. 


"Kathryn introduced him as a 
business man from Chicago, 
in 
the bond and real estate business. 
He was nice appearing, amiable, 
and congenial. 
He brought fruit 
and groceries 
to the 
Shannon 


home when he made visits there. 
Mrs. Shannon wac proud of her 
son-in-law, Kelly, who she thought 
was a splendid business man of 
means and money from the Sast. 
Lived With Shannons. 


"Sometime in 1932 the Kelly's 
leased their Fort Worth home for 
a year and came to live with the 
Shannons. They brought some of 
their things, their personal 
be- 


longings, to the Shannon house 
and stayed in an extra room at 
the Shannon home. They had a 
car of their own and they 
had 


bought a car for Kathryn's' daugh- 
ter, Pauline. The Shannons had 
but one garage. Kelly furnished 
ed the money and the Shannons 
built another garage, south and 
east of the residence, to take care 
of these two cars.

Corsicana Territory 


Material evidence of the gen- 


eral improvements of business con- 
ditions In Corsicana and Navarro 
county has been concretely pr«' 
aented by a number of facts In re- 
cent days. Ginning: of cotton 
IB 


far In advance of last year, the 
price Is around 
four cents per 
pound higher and the staple la 
generally better, bank clearings 
have shown a nice increase over 
1932, over a third of a million 
dollars has been received from the 
•cotton plow-up campaign and sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars are 
yet due from this source. 


For the past three weeks, sev- 
eral Corsicana merchants have re- 
ported week-end business reaching 
maximum 
capacity 
proportions, 
end equalling even those days In 
1&29 which 'are now regarded as 
the peak of prosperity. Almost 
every establishment has reported 
some amount of increase. 


Bank Clearings Gain 


The best business barometer Is 
perhaps 
the gain in the bank 
clearings. For the week ending- 
September 22 the total was $835,- 
000 compared with $673,000 for the 
same week In 1932, or a gain of 
$162,000. Total clearings for the 
month of September up to the 
22nd were $2,716,000 compared to 
$2,280.000 for the same -period of 
1932, or an Increase of $466,000. 


• The bank clearings indicate the 
totals of checks written against 
individual accounts only, and do 
riot Include checks against sav- 
ings accounts, bank »checks or 
government checks. Only' a small 
percentage of the cotton checks 
received this week have been In- 
cluded in this week's clearings be- 
cause only a few .of them had 
been deposited to Individual ac- 
counts and been checked upon 
before the end of the reporting 
period at the close of Wednesday's 
business. 


Greater Next Week 
Next week's 
clearings 
should 


show an even greater gain as the 
total of the cotton checks receiv- 
ed through Thursday morning was 
$249,500.33 for the week, and a 
majority 
of these checks should 


contribute something to the busi- 
ness .activities of the week. The 
bulk of. the gains which might be 
attributed to the cotton 
receipts 


reported this week were derived1 


from the $92,635 received up to 
Monday* morning. 


A continued advance in clear 


Ings is Indicated by reports from 
many bankers that farmers ar 
rapidly clearing away portions o 
their indebtedness from-the pro 
ceeds of the cotton plow-up check 
and early marketed cotton, and a 
additional cotton is gathered anc 
marketed additional funds will b 
available for the purchase of many 
needed items. 


Figures are .not available fo 


the amount of cotton ginned tc 
September 15, but it is believed 
that the total will run approxl 
niately 40,000 bales. Up to Sep 
tcmber "1, a total of 19,312 bale 
had been ginned in the count 
compared with 8,993 bales up t 
September 1, 1932. 


Cotton this year has averaget 


approximately four cents perpounc 
higher than last year, and cotton 
seed have been about $5 per ton 
higher. Last year cotton brough 
around 51-2 cents, and cotton see( 
about $7 per 4pn; while this year' 
crop has been around 9-9'.i cents 
with cottonseed at $12 per ton 
and higher than that figure for a 
time. 


On the basis of the prevailing 
prices, Navarro 
county 
farmers 


have received .approximately $920, 
000 for their 1933 crop up to Sep 
tember 1, compared with $250.000 
for the crop of 1932 up to Sep- 
tember 1 of that year. The large 
figure does not include the money 
received from plowed-up acreage 


More Money For Crop. 


Unofficial estimates indicate tha 


In spite of the large acreage o 
cotton destroyed In the county the 
1933 production will approximate 
that of last year as a large num 
her of growers have reported that 
they have harvested as much cot 
ton off the reduced acreage as 
they did from their whole crops 
last year. This will mean that Na- 
varro county farmers will receive 
about a million and a quarter 
more for their crop than 
they 


did last season to which must bi 
added more than three-quarters o: 
a million from the plow-up re 
ceipts, making a net gain to the 
growers of more than two million 
lollars which will make its way 
into the trade channels of the 
county.

SUGAR AGREEMENT 
REPORTED COMPLETE 


READY DE SIGNED

A complete agreement was reach- 
ed today on the sugar stabiliza- 
tion agreement and Its announce- 
ment was considered 
probable 


within a few hours. 


Officials concerned with negotls 


tions the pact said It had received 
the approval of President Roose 
velt and the senate department 
and signature by Secretary Wal- 
lace was virtually all that was 
needed to set up the agreement's 
Intricate mechanlshm. 
.Dr. John Lee Coulter, of the 


tariff commission, took the agree- 
ment this morning to Secretary 
Wallace. 
Coulter 
was 
accompanied 
by 
George N. Peek, administrator of 
the Farm Act, and a state de- 
partment official. 


Coulter 
said 
he 
thought 
the 


agreement was "completed" 
just 


four 
months to the day 
after 
he was assigned the task of su- 
pervising its negotiation. 


One important provision in the 
pact would give President Roos- 
evelt or some official he desig- 
nates, the power to raise or lower 
Cuba's tentative quota, dependent 
upon 
circumstances which 
may 
arise. 


The agreement would limit the 
amount of raw sugar which the 
producing interests might supply 
the domestic market to around 
7,000,000 raw tons 
annually. 
It 
would 
be 
In 
effect 
for 
three 
years, retroactive to July 1.

LONE STAR COMPANY 
APPEALED GATE RATE 
CASE FEDERAL COURT 


AUSTIN, 'Sept. 
22.—(IP}—The 
Lone Star Qas company today 
appealed to a three-judge federal 
court for a ruling of the Texas 
railroad 
commission ordering it 
to reduce its gate rates at ap- 
proximately 250 cities and towns 
from 40 cests to 32 cents per 1,- 
000 cubic feet. 


The commission had ordered the 


new rate to become effective Oc- 
tober 3. 
Attorneys for the com- 
pany planned to appear 
before 
Robert J. .McMillan, federal dis- 
trict judge at San Antonio,' and 
ask 
a 
temporary 
Injunction 
against enforcement of tho order. 


The Lone Star sought to have 
the order held void on the ground 
it interfered with interstate com- 
merce and was a violation of 
the federal constitution. 


All distributing companies con- 
nected with the Lone Star worn 
named defendants, the Lone Star 
asking for an injunction to re- 
strain them from abiding by the 
order. 
These companies includ- 


ed the Dallas Gas company, the 
Community Natural Gas Company 
County Gas company, Municipal 
Gas Company, Texas Cities Gas 
Company Waxahachie Gas Com- 
pany and the Gainesville Gas and 
Electric company. 


The suit alleged th« commis- 
sion's order fixing an annual rate 
of return of, six per cent and two 
per cent for ' annual depreciation 
violated 
the 
constitution, 
inter- 
ferred with Interstate commerce 
and destroyed obligations of dis- 
ributyig companies to the Lone 
Star. 


The petition also alleged the 
real value of the company for 
rate 
purposes 
waa 
$70,000,000, 
whereas the commission had fixed 
a valuation of aproximately $46,- 
000,000. The company alleged tho 
commission's valuation was arbi- 
trary in that the commission re- 
fused to consider many Items of 
property and refused to allow for 
reasonable operating 
expenses.
